SCHOOL BOARD DO? 



As [he school year draws to a dole 
citizens from all over the city are 
seeking information as to what dis- 
position the principal and supcrin 
tendent. together with the school 
board, will make of the condition of 
affairs at the Sumner High School 
Nearly every day inquiries concerning 
the matter are received at tbc Argtu 
office. According lo the information 
received, there Is a deep conviction 
in the community that the usefulness 
of certain teachers has long since been 
outlived, and the inquiry is made as 
to why the school authorities 
tinac to retain then: in the Uct af 
conditions. 'An effort to fix the 
sponsibility will doubtless be mil tie 
unless the matter is handled prompt 
ly and rightly. 

The thing which is most puzzling 
to the people, according to th. 
ments made. Is that the matter has 
been twisted about and an attempt 
has been made to construe the efforts 
to change conditions as an' attack on 
the school. It is very dear, they 
state, that Sumner High School hai 
not been attacked; but the bad con- 
ditions spoken of relate to the reten- 
tion of certain teachers who are fully 
Identified so far as the people are 
concerned. According to these per- 
sons there is no reflection on any 
other teacher at the school save those 
involved. St. Louis has a very high 
regard, as a whole, for the teaching 
force in its schools and especially at 
the Sumner, but they assert there is 
no reason to retain there teachers 
who are unfit and whom the whole 
community recognizes and designates 
as such. 

For the benefit of inquirers and the 
public in general, the Argus sets out 
the manner of employing teachers at 
applied to the St. Louis schools. 

The present school system is the 
creature, very largely, of the late la- 
mented F. Louis Soldan, who was a 
big, broad-gauged man. Under this

than his creator. The board of edu- 
cation elects the superintendent for 
a term of years. After he is once 
elected, the superintendent has the ex- 
clusive right to nominate teachers. 
The only power which the board re- 
tains in this matter is the power to 
eonlirm his nominees or reject them. 
It cannot place the name of an in- 
rfividualbefore it tor consideration as 
a teacher. If anyone who is teach 
log now fails of recommendation by 
Ac superintendent, that is the end of 
it. There is no power to go behind 
the action of that officer. This gives 
bim tremendous power and causes 
members of the board to be in a posi 
W»» peculiar for its weakness/.. If -the 
superintendent" should choose to act 
arbitrarily about a.- matter with ref- 
erence to the appointment or reten- 
tion of teachers, the board, who 
created him, would have little power 
to rectify the natter. 
' Such a system works admirably 
ttle hands of a broad-minded man, 
who is too big and broad to be 
swayed by prejudice or influenced un- 
duly by friendship or hatred of indi- 
viduals. 

Mention of the name of Soldan, nat- 
urally brings up the question, whit 
would that individual have done un- 
der Ihe present circumstances. The 
Argus has interviewed a number of 
persons in order (o obtain the prt- 
vailing sentiment in this regard, and 
found it unanimous to the effect that 
Soldan would, have cleaned up this 
i a hurry and that his ac- 
tions would have been so just and his 
method so thorough and unbiased as 
ettled the affair long before 
it ticcame public property. The Ar- 
gUf, adds its voice (o the lamentation* 
Of the people: "Oh, for just one day 
of the judgment, .fairness and courage 
of F. Louis Soldan, and this whole 
would be settled and St. Louis 
would cease to be the laughing stock 
of the country. Shade* of the de- 
parted, hover near and infuse that 
nto the present conditions, we 
pray."

If Mr. Oladatone waa rurtt, and if 
the question of one's relation to 
Christ la the leadltisT question which 
confronts a student. It 1* Terr Impor- 
tant that he settle It early. Indeed this 
question lies at the.bssls of all •duca- 
tlon. What Is the real object of edu- 
cation? It is to Increase one's ca- 
pacity to know Uuii. and to make him 
known to others. This Is what educa- 
tion la fur. what lite Is for. "And this 
Is life etemsl that they should know 
thee the only true God. and Jesus 
Christ whom thou haat aent" (John 
17:3). 

I. The keenest flight of which "e 
are capable comes to us from know- 
ing Ood. When Ihe devout astrono- 
mer Kepler made his great dlscoTery, 
he eiclilmed. "O Ood, 1 think thy 
t ho uk hie after thee." Thsct la no 
greater Joy than this, unless It be that 
of seeing God's character reproduced 
In our lives. If this be true, then edu- 
cation Is not optional with un. but 
Imperative. We are bound to cultivate 
every talent which we possess, 
csuse eseh Is an avenue through 
which God can reveal hlmaolf to 
We ore bound' to open every, window 
of our soul "towards Jerusalem," snd 
let In the light of God's glorious 
truth. 

II. The superior advantages which 
stndenta enjoy make It doubly Impor- 
tant that they should becom, 
qualnted early with the Lord Jeans. 
Education enlarges one's capacity to 
see And foroaee, to do and to undo. It 
multiplies his Influence; and thus in- 

ce the' 
welfare of others dependa upon bis 
action tod attitude. No eduoated par- 
possibly tire a Christies s lire 
-without leading others to do Ihe tame. 
Tbla consideration should nave groat 
weight. A professor In a Urge mili- 
tary school racenily told the writer 

that it was the thonabt of his infnp 
ence with the boy* which led' him to 
decide for God and put himself on reo- 
ord as a Christian. 

III. Again, the peculiar temptations 
which confront a atndent make an ac- 
quaintance with Jesus I nil la pens able. 
Among these may be mentioned: 

(a) The freedom from borne re- 
straint The strong, steadying hand 
of the fsther snd the Indescribable in- 
fluence of the mother la lacking, t hero 
Is no younger brother or sister' to t>-.'i 
considered, not even the restralntnal 
Influence of someone else's sister. 
The consequence Is thst ooe grows 
Belnshrand comes to think that all the 
world was made for him. 

tb) The petty vices which pretall 
bo commonly among students r iy the 
side of the writer In college, sat the 
valedictorian of the class. He was 
a well-dls posed man. but be had no-' 
religions principles. " When others 
drank hs wss not strong enough to 
refuse. After graduation be studied 
law and became one of tbe most bril- 
liant and promising lawyers In the 
state-. Temptations now grew stronger 
snd more frequent, and having no ac- 
quaintance with him "who is able to 
save to the uttermost," snd "able to 
keep you from failing." be *oon lost 
bis standing and business, and died 
a common drunkard. 

(e) Not the least of tbe dangers 
which confront a student is the temp- 
tation to doubt. Ha lives in an atmos- 
phere of Inquiry and criticism. Old 
theories are being laid aside and new 
facts are conatantly being discovered. 
Possibly he seen some of his Instrae- 
■!■:■.":. for whose ability be nas the UfJv 
e«t respect utterly indifferent to the 
claims of the Gospel- Uteratum Is 
full of covert sneers st religion. He Is 
Jnst at the Age when bis critical Cat ill- 
ties are being developed, and be be- 
gins to question everything whleb he 
once believed. Add to this the natural 
willingness of the heart to have It act, 
end. yon have a combination of cir- 
cumstances calculated to aaake the 
strongest faith. . Some, indeed, think 
It a sign of superior Intellect to doubt. 

bat this Is a mistake. It la s ilaias 

e sign of spiritual blindnees, and often 
of moral obliquity. A large part of 
the skepticism of students Is of tbe 
heart rather than of the head.

I. David's Many Good Dtedt, II 
Samuel, 7 and 9., As ■ background 
for his moat repulsive sin David had a 
long list of excellent deeds. Kia de- 
sire for a better abiding place for the 
ark was not according to God's will 
for two reasons: first, that an ornate 
boose might easily corrupt, through 
Idolatry, the apirtoallty of the Hebrew 
religion; second. David was a man of 
war and therefore not qualified for 
temple building. Though denied, David 
did not despair, but at once provided 
that bis SBccessor csrry out hi* desire. 
David's One Great Bin, II Sam- 
11 :B. David's victories over hie 
enemies are dismissed In a few 
vercea, yet his aln Is eet forth In de- 
tail— another evidence of the divine 
origin and lnaplratlon of the Bible. 
DaTld had followed tbe example of 
neighboring klnga and taken to him- 
self many wirea, evidently regarding 
bis fancy as supreme And himself a> 
bove the law. David wu "off guard" 
in. the matter of temptation, a danger- 
ous position far nil. both soldier and 
civilian. David bad bad too long and 
too great a period of succesa and pros- 
perity after bis long period of priva- 
tion, end this led to carelessness and 
pride. David waa "off duty," Indulg- 
ing In ease while Joab did his fighting. 
As a result he became an adulterer 
and a murderer, and the record in no 
way seeks to palliate his guilt. Prom 
all this the record brings to us msay 
Important lessons. Outwardly pros- 
perous and his army successful, Da- 
vid muat liiiv,: felt In his heart the 
aplritusl blight in the words, "but the 
thing was evil in tbe eyea of the 
Lord" (t. B7 H. V.); no pettlm writ 
log then. 

III. Nathan'a Parable, II. Samuel, 
12:1-7. It is an evidence of God'a 
. grace that he tent his servant 
buke and restore tbla "man after bis 
own heart-" Such Is his mercy, for 
he does not will that any should per- 
ish but that all might come 
knowledge of forgiveness (Bieklel 
3S.11; Matthew 23:!7). No parable 
ever had Its desired effect more quick 
ly th.-in this one. It brought conviction 
and repentance (v. IS) and led to the 
writing of tbe Qfty-Sret psslm, 
a delicate task set before Nathan thus 
to rebuke the. king, yet It revests the 
essential npbleneaa of David Id that 
he did not Become angry. Nathan's 
task and bit wisdom are revealed In 
his approach and in the way he led 
David to condemn, unwittingly, bis 
own course of sctlon. This was bet- 
ter than to begin by upbraiding and 
denunciation. Verse two suggests. In- 
ferentlally. God's great goodness to 
Dsvid. which made the offense one of 
grosa Ingratitude. 

IV. Thou Art the Man"— v. 7a Tuna 
far the story la one all too common, 
then and now, of the strong crushing 
the weak snd glorying in their selllab- 
nesa. What follows Is the evidence 
of God'* response to man's repentance, 
the parallel to which has nowhere else 
been found in Ihe snclent world. The 
glory of It Is that David beard and 
heeded God'a messenger Tbe whole 
sordid story with its resnltant action 
on David's part brings na many price- 
less lessons. (1) That man who had 
lived a life of faith and communion 
fell most miserably when be neglected 
bia duty and took Ua eyes off God. 
There la a grnve danger ahead of the 
man woo begins to trine with sin (I 
Cor. 10:13). (2) Though a man fall 
(the godly man) yet he la not utterly 
cast down. There is pardon for tbe 
vilest sinner and the moat abject 
backslider. David's murderous hands 
and sln-stalned soul found pardon 
(Pa. Iz and SI). (I) A man's sins, 
though he' may Bnd pardon, will cloud 
all of bis rature. 

David felt It In bis own life and 
ily; both daughter and sons felt Its 
blight (see chapter II), and It brought 
forth David's immortal lament over
